St. Paul Union Depot Burned.

A private 
soldier in the United States army 
receives thirteen dollars a month, 
rations, medical attendance, full 
pay when sick, a pension if disa­ 
bled, and a certain allowance of 
clothing. 
The pay is the same in 
all branches of the sendee, but the 
allow’anee of clothing materially 
differs. 
The soldier enlists for five 
years. 
At the start he is furnished 
with a complete outfit, which is re­ 
newed, with the exception of a 
great-coat, at least once during the 
time he has to serve. 
His helmet 
has to last him until the third year, 
when he gets another one. 
He is 
given a forage cap annually, a uni­ 
form coat the first, second aud 
third, and two pairs the second, 
fourth and fifth, making twelve 
pairs in all. 
Eleven dark blue 
flannel shirts, fifteen undershirts 
and fifteen pairs of drawers are ex­ 
pected to last the five years. 
He 
has a pair of boots, two pairs of 
shoes and five pairs of stockings 
each year. 
Each year he ha® a 
blouse, and, if lit is an engineer 
or a mounted man, a pair of over­ 
alls. 
Has to content himself with 
a w’oolen blanket the first year and 
another the third, and with two 
rubber blankets, or, if he is a 
mounted luau, rubber 
ponchos, 
during the five years. 
Fifteen 
white Berlin gloves are deemed 
necessary to cover his hands each 
year, rights or lefts, whichever he 
may need. 
If lie is on duty in ex­ 
trem ely hot climates he ma}’ have 
cork helmet instead of a cam­ 
paign hat, in his first and third 
years, or if he is where he needs 
arctic overshoes or mittens, he is 
given one pair of the former in his 
first and third years, aud two pairs 
of the latter every twelve months. 
The value of the clothing allow­ 
ed each man varies each year, and 
| depends upon the rank and duty of 
j the man. 
A sergeant iii the signal 
corps gets sixty-eight dollars and 
seventeen cents wort ii the first 
year, forty dollars and fifty cents 
the second, forty-three dollars and 
nineteen cents the third, forty dol­ 
lars and fifty cents the fourth, and 
thirty dollars and ninety cents the 
fifth, making a total of two hun­ 
dred and twenty-three dollars and 
twenty-six cents. 
This is the 
largest amount allowed to any en­ 
listed man. 
A chief trumpeter re­ 
ceives $218.46 worth for he five 
years, and a private iii the artillery 
or infantry $194.95. 
Wind ap­ 
parently is held to be worth more 
than muscle. 
If <v man does not draw all the 
clothing allowed him, the value of 
that remaining is credited to him, 
and he can get the money the next 
year, or at the expiration ot his 
term. 
Recrating officers tell can­ 
didates that a careful man should 
save from $50 to $75 in this way 
during 
his 
term. 
Sometimes 
the soldier tails among thieves and 
pawns or sells his clothes, or he 
may wear them out or lose them 
before Ii® can draw new ones. 
In 
that case he must bay of the quar­ 
termaster. 
Regular prices f#r each 
article are therefore fixed, and these 
the soldier must pay. 
The present 
price list took effect July I, 1S83. 
A cork helmet costs $1.44, and a 
fatigue or campaign hat 65 cents. 
The hat cord and tassel for the lat­ 
ter are valued at seven cents. 
For 
*11.68 the warrior can buy a first- 
class great cest, and for $10.70 a 
great coat canvass lined. 
A lined 
blouse will draw from his purse 
$3.47, and a pair #f the best ker­ 
sey trousers, ready made, $2.77 ; 
the same kind of trousers cut out 
hut not made up ar# 50 cents less. 
Flannel shirts come at $2.75 each ; 
undershirts, 66 cents ; drawers, 60 
cent® ; woolen stockings, 26 cents;

mittens 18 cents a pair.

WHAT PRIVATES, MUSICIANS AIU> OFFICERS 
ARE ALLOWED >N D WHAT THET 
HAVE TO TAT FOR. 
New* York Times: 
A private 
soldier in the United States army 
receives thirteen dollars a month, 
rations, medical attendance, full 
pay when sick, a pension if disa- 
fcled, and a certain allowance of 
clothing. 
The pay is the same in 
all branches of the sendee, but the 
allowance of clothing materially 
differs. 
The soldier enlists for five 
years. 
At the start he is furnished 
with a complete outfit, which is re­ 
newed, w ith the exception of a 
great-coat, at least once during the 
time he has to serve. 
His helmet 
has to last him until the third year, 
when he gets another one. 
He is 
given a forage cap annually, a uni­ 
form coat the first, second aud 
third, and two pairs the second, 
fourth and fifth, making twelve 
pairs in all. 
Eleven dark blue 
flannel shirts, fifteen undershirts 
and fifteen pairs of drawers are ex­ 
pected to last the five years. 
He 
has a pair of boots, two pairs of 
shoes and five pairs of stockings 
each year. 
Each year he has a 
blouse, and, if lit is an engineer 
or a mounted man, a pair of over­ 
alls. 
Has to content himself with 
a woolen blanket the first year and 
another the third, and with two 
rubber blankets, or, if he is a 
mounted man, rubber 
ponchos, 
during the five years. 
Fifteen 
white Berlin gloves are deemed 
necessary to cover his hands each 
year, rights or lefts, whichever he 
may need. 
If he is on duty in ex­ 
tremely hot climates he may have 
a cork helmet instead of a cam­ 
paign hat, in his first and third 
years, or if he is where he needs 
arctic overshoes or mittens, he is 
given one pair of the former in his 
first and third years, aud two pairs 
of the latter every twelve months. 
The value of the clothing allow­ 
ed each man varies each year, and 
depends upon the rank and duty of 
the man. 
A sergeant in the signal 
corps gets sixty-eight dollars and 
seventeen cents worth the first 
year, forty dollars and fifty cents 
the second, forty-three dollars and 
nineteen cents the third, forty dol­ 
lars and fifty cents the fourth, and 
thirty dollars and ninety cents the 
fifth, making a total of two hun­ 
dred and twenty-three dollars and 
! twenty-six cents.

] listed man.

Every action of the party on this historic 
ground had been followed by victory. Hav­ 
ing succeeded 
against its opponents 
on

former 
occasions, 
it 
was 
about 
to put its house in order for another conflict. 
As a consequence of the vote adopted by the 
last convention the present body was largely 
mads up of men instructed by their own 
constituents, and it was therefore to be hoped 
that the voice of the people would be puissant 
in its deliberations. 
[Applause.] He closed 
with an expression of the hope for victory, 
and proposed for temporary chairman the 
Hon. Powell Clayton, of Arkansas. 
Clayton was about to take the chair when 
Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, rose and 
said it was the right of the convention to 
adopt the choice of the committee for tem­ 
porary chairmau or reverse it. 
W ith no 
view of attempting to make a test vote of 
the strength of the candidates, but to give the 
best; possible effect and to strengthen the 
party, be would move to substitute the 
name of John lh Lynch, of Mississippi 
[Great applause.] Dutcher, of New York, 
seconded the resolution, and demanded a call 
of the roll. 
This brought more cheering, 
and the excitement became intense. 
Then ensued a scene to be remembered of 
a life time. 
Excited delegates were on their 
feet at once, 
DEMANDING RECOGNITION 
by the chair. 
Morrow, of California, dep­ 
recated the raising of the question, and 
urged the endorsement of the committee's 
selection. 
Then, amid the din, the chairman 
made it understood that he recognized George 
William Curtis. 
The announcement was 
greeted with the wildest applause. 
Mr. 
Curtis said this was the supreme council of 
the party. Representatives were met to open 
the campaign of 1834. It had been unques­ 
tionably customary for the national commit­ 
tee to name the temporary chairman and for 
the convention to rarify it, but if the party 
as here represented so desired, it also, un­ 
questionably, had the right to revise the ac­ 
tion of the national committee in this matter 
and make a chairman of its own choosing. A 
delegate from South Carolina, advocated the 
nomination of Lynch, but without meaning 
thereby any reflection upon Mr. Clayton. As 
a southern Republican he wished the election 
of Mr. Lynch. 
There was much discussion as to the mode 
of voting, but it was finally decided to call 
the roll of delegates and let each delegate 
answer as bis name was called. The dis­ 
cussion was frequently interrupted by ap­ 
plause, as some orator voiced the sentiments 
of a portion of the delegates, and the “hur­ 
rahs” were numerous and vociferous. 
The vote was concluded at 3:23. The chair­ 
man announced the whole number of votes 
cast to have been 318, out of which Lynch 
received 481 and Clayton 887. Mr. Clayton 
moved to make Lynch's election unanimous, 
which was carried by acclamation, and a 
committee was appointed to conduct him to 
the chair 
Mr. Lynch, with his escort, moved toward 
the chair amid tremendous applause, and was 
Introduced by Mr. Sabin as temporary chair­ 
man. He is a man of small stature, not very 
dark, and wears mustache and goatee. On 
mounting the stand he was greeted with 
tremendous applause. 
He spoke briefly with strong voice, and 
with the self-possession of a man who knew 
what he wanted to say and knew how to 
m y it 
The convention then proceeded to call the 
states and territories for members of the com 
mittees on organization, etc., and that being 
completed a number of resolutions were 
offered and laid aside for the consideration of 
tbs proper committees. 
A memorial was presented by the temper­ 
ance women of the country asking a resolu­ 
tion in the platform calling for the submis­ 
sion of a constitutional amendment to the 
people prohibiting the manufact ure of intoxi­ 
cating liquors in the country, 
lied. 
At 4:45 the convention took a recess for the 
day. 


The Second B ay. 
Chicago, June 4.—The situation was red 
bot TVednesday morning. 
This doubtless was 
due to the generally admitted fact that a 
terrific struggle was inevitable. 
The masses 
caught the enthusiasm, and Michigan avenue 
for several blocks was almost impassable. 
At ll o'clock precisely Mr. Lynch stepped 
up to the stand, which was ornamented with 
a basket of beautiful flowers, and rapped the 
convention to order. 
The constant entrance 
of late arrivals, however, resulted in disor­ 
der for fully twenty minutes, and by the 
time Rev. Mr. Burroughs, of this city, had 
finished the opening prayer it was 11:25. 
The prayer laid especial stress on the de­ 
sirability of God’s blessing on Lynch and the 
race he represents, and implored that the 
nominee of the convention should be a 
Christian man. The prayer was short and t> 
the point. 
One of the two events of the day then 
‘came on." Hawkins, of Tennessee, offered 
a resolution declaring that no man should 
hold a sret in the convention who did uot in 
tend to support the nominee. 
He said he of­ 
fered it because of certain whispers in the 
air ; he considered it a political axioum that 
no man who would not support the nominee 
should take part in the proceedings. 
Pierce. 
of Massachusetts, opposed the resolution and 
declared it an insult to the conveutinn ^ni 
implied a doubt of the good faith of the dele­ 
gates. 
Ile said the resolution had a bad 
paternity aud referred in hss remarks to the 
“late Mr. Cockling.” Winkler, of Wisconsin, 
opi»osed the resolution and Knight, of Cali­ 
fornia, advocated it. He dared any “periodi­ 
cal publisher” to vote it down (referring to 
George William Curtis*. 
Mr. Curtis took up the gauntlet thus 
thrown down. Commencing his answer with 
the words, “A Republican and a free man I 
came into this convention, and by the grace 
of God a Republican and a free man I will 
go out of it,” he then referred to the attempt 
four years ago to do just this same thing, 
and its defeat, and also a similar attempt in 
tfce convention which nominated Lincoln. 


Mr. Curtis’ speech closed the debate, and 
the action of Hawkins afterward saved the 
convention a great deal of time. 
It was a 
subject, that the orator of the gathering could 
have i La be: ated upon for an unlimited time. 
The a ir was electrical as soon as the subject 
was broached and the prospect of a bitter 
fight only disappeared when Hawkins with­ 
drew the resolution.

Phelps, of New Jersey, and one or two col­ 
ored delegates endeavored to get a hearing, 
and vociferated and gesticulated without 
succeeding in being heard—their voices being 
drowned ha tumultuous yells, cheers, and a 
demand for a call of the roll 
Not deterred 
by their failure, Roosevelt, of New York, 
carried away by the excitement, got up on 
his seat, waved his arms, and appeared as if 
he was saying something, but not a word 
was heard from him. 
It was a long time before order was re­ 
stored sufficiently to have business procee led 
with. Judge Foraker, of Ohio, proposed to 
nominate Blaine by acclamation, bat Bur­ 
rows, of Michigan, insisted that the taking 
of the ballot should go on. 
After the terrible and long-continued up­ 
roar had exhausted itself for a moment, the 
call began on the 
FOURTH BALLOT. 
The vote had not been recorded from Ala­ 
bama before another uproarious scene oc­ 
curred, in which Dutcher, Roosevelt, and 
other New York delegates took part. 
A 
motion to take recess had been made and 
put, and been decided by viva voce and in 
the negative. 
Calls were made for a vote by 
states, and no particular attention paid to 
thorn Ry th© Blaine men, and the ohair could 
not 'hear them. The result was about the 
worst scene of confusion which took place 
(iurjng the whole existence of tho convention. 
It lasted for several minutes until a Blaine 
delegate managed to make himself heard 
aud begged his friends to have the vote taken 
by states. 
It was at last agree*! to do so, 
and roll-call on the question/^ adjournment 
to 7:30 was begun. 
This vote was watched with breathless in­ 
terest, os it was felt that if the opposition 
had the cohesive power to adjourn tho con­ 
vention, the cause of Blaine was more likely 
to be a failing cause, and tho “ dark horse’ ’ 
was liable to gallop into convention and ride 
down all opposition.

robe wing telegram irom senator Logan, but 
objections were made and sustained: 
W ashington City, June 6.—To S. M. 
Cullom, I llinois Delegation: The Re­ 
publicans of the states that must be relied 
upon to elect the president having so strongly 
shown a preference for Mr. Blaine, I deem it 
my duty not to stand iii the way of the 
people’s choice, and recommend my friends 
to assist in his nomination. 
J ohn A. Logan. 
It was the inevitable, however, that was 
happening, and the objection did not stop it. 
Senator Cullom withdrew the name of Lo­ 
gan, and cast 34 votes of Illinois for Blaine. 
Indiana voted iblidly for Blaine, so did 
Kansas, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis­ 
souri, Nebraska, and other states, and the 
enthusiasm was unbounded. 
A dispatch 
was received by the New York delegation 
from President A rthur saying: “If Blaine 
is nominated on this ballot have Dutcher ask 
to make the nomihation unanimous, aud 
thank my riemls for me.” 
At lost the call was ended, and there was a 
surcease of the commotion as the vast audi­ 
ence waited for tho figures to be summed* up.

He said Chicago was known as the con­ 
vention city. 
It was the field of Republi­ 
can victory. 
Here it was that tuat immortal 
patriot, Abraham Lincoln, was chosen; here 
the party chose that great chieftain, Gen. 
Grant; here it nominated that honored sol­ 
dier, that great statesman, that representa­ 
tive citizen, Janies A. Garfield. 
¡Cheers.] 
Every action of the party on this historic 
ground had been followed by victory . Hav­ 
ing succeeded 
against its opponents 
on 
all 
former 
occasions, 
it 
was 
about 
to put its house in order for another conflict. 
As a consequence of the vote adopted by the 
last convention the present body was largely 
made up of men instructed by their own 
constituents, and it was therefore to be hoped 
that the voice of the people would be puissant 
in Its deliberations. 
[Applause.] He closed 
with an expression of the hope for victory, 
and proposed for temporary chairman the 
Hon. Powell Clayton, of Arkansas. 
Clayton was about to take the chair when 
Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, rose and 
said it was the right of the convention to 
adopt the choice of the committee for tem­ 
porary chairman or reverse it. 
55 ith no 
view of attempting to make a test vote of 
the strength of the candidates, but to give the 
beet possible effect and to strengthen the 
party, he would move to substitute the 
name of John R. Lynch, of Mississippi 
[Great applause.] Dutcher, of New' York, 
seconded the resolution, and demanded a call 
of the roll 
This brought more cheering, 
and the excitement became intense. 
Tb»p ensued a scene to be remembered of 
a life time. 
Excited delegates were on their 
feet a t once, 
DEMANDING RECOGNITION 
by the chair. 
Morrow, of California, dep­ 
recated the raising of the question, and 
urged the endorsement of the committee’s 
selection. Then, amid the din, the chairman 
made It understood that he recognized George 
William Curtis. 
The announcement was 
greeted with the wildest applause. 
Mr. 
Curtis said this was the supreme council of 
tbe party. Representatives were met to open 
the campaign of 1SS4. 
It had been unques­ 
tionably customary for the national commit­ 
tee to name the temporary chairman and for 
the convention to ratify it, but if the party 
as here represented so desired, it also, un­ 
questionably, had the right to revise the ac­ 
tion of the national committee in this matter 
and make a chairman of its own choosing. A 
delegate from South Carolina, advocated the 
nomination of Lynch, but without meaning 
thereby any reflection upon Mr. Clayton. As 
a southern ^Republican he wished the election 
of Mr. Lynch. 
There was much discussion as to the mode 
of voting, but it was finally decided to call 
the roll of delegates and let each delegate 
answer as bis name was called. The dis­ 
cussion was frequently interrupted by ap­ 
plause, as some orator voioed the sentiments 
Of a portion of the delegates, and the ‘‘hur­ 
rahs” were numerous and vociferous. 
The vote was concluded at 3:23. The chair­ 
man announced the whole number of votes 
cast to have been 818, out of which Lynch 
received 481 and Clayton 887. 
Mr. Clayton 
moved to make Lynch's election unanimous, 
which was carried by acclamation, and a 
committee was appointed to conduct him to 
ibe chair 
Mr. Lynch, with his escort, moved toward 
the chair amid tremendous applause, and was 
introduced by Mr. Sabin as temporary chair­ 
man. 
He is a man of small stature, not very 
dark, and wears mustache and goatee. On 
mounting the stand he was greeted with 
tremendous applause. 
He spoke briefly with strong voice, and 
with the self-possession of a man who knew 
what he wanted to say and knew how to 
m y i t 
The convention then proceeded to call the 
states and territories for members of the com 
mittees on organization, etc., and that being 
completed a number of resolutions were 
off «red and laid aside for the consideration of 
the proper committees. 
A memorial was presented by the temper­ 
ance women of the country asking a resolu­ 
tion in the platform calling for the submis­ 
sion of a constitutional amendment to the 
people prohibiting the manufacture of intoxi­ 
cating liquors in the country, 
ried. 
At 4:45 the convention took a recess for the 
day. 


T h e Second D ay. 
Chicago, June 4.—The situation was red 
hot Wednesday morning. 
This doubtless was 
due to the generally admitted fact that a 
terrific struggle was inevitable. 
The masses 
caught the enthusiasm, and Michigan avenue 
for several blocks was almost impassable. 
At 11 o'clock precisely Mr. Lynch stepped 
up to the stand, which was ornamented with 
a basket of beautiful flowers, and rapped the 
convention to order. 
The constant entrance 
of late arrivals, however, resulted in disor­ 
der for fully twenty minutos, and by the 
time Rev. Mr. Burroughs, of this city, had 
finished the opening prayer it was 11:25. 
The prayer laid especial stress on the de­ 
sirability of God’s blessing on Lynch and the 
race he represents, and implored that the 
nominee of the convention should be a 
Christian man. The prayer was short and t> 
the point. 
One of the two events of the day then 
‘‘came on." Hawkins, of Tennessee, offered 
a resolution declaring that no man should 
hold a se*t in the convention who did uot in 
tend to support the nominee. 
He said he of­ 
fered it because of certain whispers in the 
air; he considered it a political axioum that 
no man who would not support the nominee 
should take part in the proceedings. 
Pierce, 
of Massachusetts, opposed the resolution and 
declared it an insult to the convent inn ' n t 
implied a doubt of the good faith of the dele­ 
gates. 
He said the resolution had a bad 
paternity aud referred in hss remarks to the 
‘‘late Mr. Conkling.” Winkler, of Wisconsin, 
opjoscd the res lution and Knight, of Cali­ 
fornia, advocated it. He dared any “periodi­ 
cal publisher” to vote it down (referring to 
George William Curtis*. 
Mr. Curtis took up the gauntlet thus 
thrown down. Commencing his answer with 
the words, ‘‘A Republican and a free man I 
came into this convention, and by the grace 
of God & Republican and a free man 1 will 
go out of it,” he then referred to the attempt 
four years ago to do just this same thing, 
and its defeat, and also & similar attempt in 
tfce convention which nominated Lincoln. 


Mr. Curtis’ speech closed the debate, and 
the action of Hawkins afterward saved the 
convention a great deal of time. 
It was a 
subject that the orator of the gathering could 
have t iabt .rated upon for au unlimited time. 
Í The air was electrical as soon as the subject 
was broached and the prospect of a bitter 
fight ouiv disappeared when Hawkins with- 
t drew the resolution. 
Williams, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on permanent organization, re 
ported the permanent organization. 
The 
committee had selected John B. Henderson, 
of Missouri, for ¡lermanent chairman, the 
usual list of vice presidents, and Charles W. 
Clisbce. of Michigan, for principal secretary. 
This report was agreed to without dissent or 
discussion, and 
the 
chairm an appointed 
Grow, of Pennsylvania; Hoar, of Massa­ 
chusetts, and Williams, of Indiana, a com­ 
mittee to escort the presiden t to the chair, 
w hen the retiring chairman ia troduced him 
to the audience and turned the gavel over to 
him. 
The chairman brought his remarks to a 
close as follows: 
“Connecticut and Indiana m ay come with 
names scarcely less illustr lous ti.au these. 
And now, in conclusion, if b ecause of personal 
disagreements, or the omerg encis oí the occa­ 
sion, another name is so u g h t there yet re­ 
mains Uiut grand old hero of Kenesaw 
mountain and Atlanta. W hen patriotism 
C3V.S, ho cannot, if he would, 1 >e silent; but, 
grasping that banner—to him to dear—which 
ne has already borne in tr iumph, he will 
inarch to a civic victory no less renowned 
than those of war. 
[Cheers], 
Stebbins, of Arizona, then p. ¡esented a res­ 
olution declaring that 
terri torial officers 
should be appointed from amo ig actual resi­ 
dents of the territories. 
Anotl ler resolution, 
declaring that the commission It of agrieul 
ture should Ik? g cabinet office, and a woman 
sufTr gc r:> lution was presented, and, with 
the II.

T h ird D ay . 
C h ic a g o , June 5.—The 
sky Thursday 
morning was leaden and the atmosphere coo!, 
but the people kuew that the critical hour 
was approaching, and, although only a score 
of delegates were iu their seats at 9:40 a. in., 
the ttnce, galleries, aud rear of the conven 
tion was packed to suffocation, while thou­ 
sands were on the outside clamoring vainiv 
for admission. 
A t Iasi, at 10:53 a. m., Henderson arose afid 
the gavel dropped. 
The buzz of conversa­ 
tion slowly died away, and the band ceased 
its rendition of “Down by the Swanee River0 
and “Dixie.” 
The Rev. Dr. Fallows, of Chicago, was 
asked to It ad in prayer. The reverend gentle­ 
man asked that the party be prevented from 
falling into error, pride and ignorance. 
A t 
the conclusion of his petitions the gavel 
again fell, at 11:07, and the convention 
settled down to the business of the day. 
Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, from the committee 
on resolut ions, then presented the following 
report:

rency, for purity in legislation and for in­ 
tegrity aud accountability in all departments 
of the government, and it accepts anew the 
duty of leading in the work of progress and 
reform. We lament tho death of President 
Garfield, whose soun l statesmanship, long 
conspicuous in congress, gave promise of a 
strong and successful administration, 
a 
promiso fully realized during the short pe­ 
riod of his office as president of the Unite! 
States. His distinguished success in war and 
peace had endeared him to the hearts of the 
American people. 
In the administration of President Arthur, 
wo recognize a wise, conservative and patri­ 
otic policy under which tne country has been 
blessed with remarkable prosperity, and wo 
believe his eminent services are entitled to 
and will receive the hearty approv 1 of every 
citizen. 
It is the first duty of a good gove: .iment to 
protect the rights and promote the interests 
of its own people. The largest diversity of 
industry is most productive 
of general 
prosperity and of the comfort and inde­ 
pendence of the people. 
We 
therefore 
demand that tho imposition of duties on for­ 
eign i mports shall be made not “for revenue 
only.” but that in raising the requisite reve­ 
nues tor the government, such duties Shall be 
so levied as to afford security to OUT diversi­ 
fied industries, and protection to the rights 
and wages of the laborer, to the end that 
active and intelligent iabor, as well as cap­ 
ital, may have its just reward, and the labor­ 
ing man his full share in the national pros- 
perity. 
Against tho so-called economic system of 
the Democratic party, which wouldaegrade 
our labor to the foreign standard, we enter 
our earnest protest. The Democratic party 
has failed completely to relieve tho people of 
the burden of unnecessary taxation by a wise 
redaction of the surplus. 
The Republican party pledge* itself to cor­ 
rect the inequalities of the tariff, and to re­ 
duce the surplus, not by the vicious and in­ 
discriminate process of horizontal reduction, 
but by such methods as will ~elieve the tax­ 
payer without injuring the labor or the great 
productive interests of the country. 
We recogaize the importance of sheep 
husbandry in the United States, the s rious 
depre-sion which it is now experiencing and 
the danger threatening its future prosperity, 
ai d we. therefore, respect the demands of the 
repres» ntatives ofj thisfimportantlagricultural 
interest, fora readjustment of duty upon for­ 
eign wool, in order that such industry shall 
have full and adequate protection. 
We have al ways recommended the best 
money known to the civilized world, and we 
urge that efforts should be made to unite all 
commercial nations in the establishment of 
an iutcmation&l standard which*shall fix 
for all the relative value of gold and silver 
coinage. 
The regulation of commerce with foreign 
nations, and between the states, is one of the 
most important prerogatives of the general 
government, aud the Republican party dis­ 
tinctly announces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently carry 
out the constitutional power of congress over 
inter-state commerce. The principle of the 
public regulation of railway corporations is 
a wise and salutary one for the protection of 
all classes of the people, and we favor legis­ 
lation that shall prevent unjust discrimina­ 
tion and excessive charges for transportation, 
and that shall secure to the people and the 
railways alike the fair and equal protection 
of the laws. 
We favor the establishment of a national 
bureau of labor, the enforcement of the 
eight-hour law, a wise and judicious system 
of general education by adequate appropria­ 
tion from the national revenues wherever 
the same is needed. Wo believe that every­ 
where the protection to a citizen of Ameri­ 
can birth must be secured to citRens by 
American adoption, and we favor the set- 
t lemeut of national differences by interna­ 
tional arbitration. 
The Republican party, having its birth in 
a hatred of slave labor, and a desire that all 
men may be truly free and equal, is unal­ 
terably opposed to placing our working­ 
men in competition with any form of ser­ 
vile labor, whether at home or abroad. 
In 
this spirit we denounce the importation of 
contract labor, whether from Europe or 
Asia, as an offense against the spirit of 
American institutions, and we pledge our- 
s* ives to sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide such 
further legislation as is necessary to carry 
out its purpose. 
Reform of the civil service auspiciously 
begun unJer 
Republican administration, 
should be completed by tho further exten­ 
sion of the reformed system already estab­ 
lished by Law, to all the grades of the ser­ 
vice to which it is applicable. 
The spirii 
and purpose of the reform should be ob­ 
served in all executive appointments, and all 
laws at variance with the objects of existing 
reformed legislation should be repealed, to 
the end that tho dangers to free institutions 
which lurk in the power of official patronage 
mav bo wisely and effectively avoided.

Phelps, of New Jersey, and one or two col­ 
ored delegates endeavored to get a bearing, 
and vociferated and gesticulated without 
succeeding in being beard—-their voices being 
drowned in tumultuous yells, cheers, end a 
demand for a call of the roll 
Not deterred 
by their failure, Roosevelt, of New York, 
carried away by the excitement, got up on 
his seat, waved his arms, and appeared as if 
he was saying something, but not a word 
was heard from him. 
It was a long time before order was re­ 
stored sufficiently to have business procee led 
with. Judge Foraker, of Ohio, proposed to 
nominate Blaine by acclamation, but Bur­ 
rows, of Michigan, insisted that the taking 
of the ballot should go on. 
After the terrible and long-continued up­ 
roar had exhausted itself for a moment, the 
call began on the 
FOURTH BALLOT. 
The vote had not been recorded from Ala­ 
bama before another uproarious scene oc­ 
curred, in which Dutcher, Roosevelt, and 
other New York delegates took part. 
A 
mqtlon to take recess had been made and 
put, and been decided by viva voce and in 
the negative. 
Calls were marie for a vote by 
states, and n<5 particular attention paid to 
them by tbe Blaine men, and the cliair could 
not * hear them. The result was about the 
worst scene of confusion which took place 
iiurjng the whole existence of the convention. 
It lasted for several minutes until a Blaine 
delegate managed to make himself heard 
and bégged his friends to have the vote taken 
by states. 
It was at last agreed to do so, 
and roll-call on the questioiPof adjournment 
to 7:30 was begun. 
This vote was watched with breathless in­ 
terest, as it was felt that if the opposition 
had the cohesive power to adjourn the con­ 
vention, the cause of Blaine was more likely 
to be a failing cause, and tho “ dark hoi-se’ ’ 
was liable to gallop into convention and ride 
down all opposition.

Tue Blaino men felt relieved at this, and 
the “field” proportionately discouragod.

objections were made and sustained: 
W ashington City, June 6.—To 8. M. 
Cullom, I llinois Delegation: The Re­ 
publicans of the states that must be relied 
upon to elect the president having so strongly 
shown a preference for Mr. Blaine, I deem it 
my duty uot to stand in the way of the 
people’s choice, and recommend my friends 
to assist in his nomination. 
J ohn A. Logan. 
It was the inevitable, however, that was 
happening, and the objection did not stop it. 
Senator Cullom withdrew the name of Lo­ 
gan, and cast 31 votes of Illinois for Blaine. 
Indiana voted iblidly for Blaine, so did 
Kansas, Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis­ 
souri, Nebraska, and other states, and the 
enthusiasm was unbounded. 
A dispatch 
was received by the New York delegation 
from President A rthnr saying: “If Blaine 
is nominate ! on this ballot have Dutcher ask 
to make the nomihation unanimous, and 
thank my ¡riends for me.” 
At last the call was ended, and them was a 
surcease of the commotion as the vast audi­ 
ence waited for the figures to be summed” up.

receives thirteen dollars a month,

The nay is the same rn 
all branches of the service, but the 
allowance of clothing material \ 
differs. 
The soldier enlists for Jive 
years. 
At the start he is furnished

has to last him until the third year, 
when he gets another one.

Here it was th at that immortal 
patriot, Abraham Lincoln, w as chosen; here 
the party chose that great chieftain, Gen. 
G rant; here it nominated th at honored sol­ 
dier, that great statesman, that representa­ 
tive citizen, Janies A. Garfield. 
[Cheers.] 
Every action of the party on this historic 
ground had been followed by victor}'. H av­ 
ing succeeded 
against its opponents 
on 
all 
former 
occasions, 
it 
w'as 
about 
to put its house in order for another conflict. 
As a consequence of the vote adopted by the 
last convention the present body was largely 
mada up of men instructed by their own 
eonslitueuts, and it was therefore to be hoped 
that the voice of the people would be puissant 
in its deliberations. 
[Applause.] He closed 
with an expression of the hope for victory, 
and proposed for temporary chairman the 
Hon. Powell Clayton, of Arkansas. 
Clayton was about to take the chair when 
Cabot Lodge, of Massachusetts, rose and 
said it was the right of the convention to 
adopt the choice of the committee for tem­ 
porary chairman or reverse it. 
"With no 
view of attempting to make a test vote of 
the strength of the candidates, but to give the 
best possible effect and to strengthen the 
party, he would move to substitute the 
name of John R. Lynch, of Mississippi. 
[Great applause.] Dutcher, of New York, 
seconded the resolution, and demanded a call 
of the ro ll 
This brought more cheering, 
and the excitement became intense. 
Then ensued a scene to be remembered of 
a life time. 
Excited delegates were on their 
feet a t once, 


DEM ANDING RECOGNITION 
by the chair. 
Morrow, of California, dep­ 
recated the raising of the question, and 
urged the endorsement of the committee’s 
selection. 
Then, amid the din, the chairman 
made It understood that he recognized George 
William Curtis. 
The announcement was 
greeted with the wildest applause. 
Mr. 
Curtis said this was the supreme council of 
the party. Representatives were met to open 
the campaign of 1834. 
It had been unques­ 
tionably customary for the national commit­ 
tee to name the temporary chairman and for 
the convention to ratify it, but if the party 
as here represented so desired, it also, un­ 
questionably, had the right to revise the ac­ 
tion of the national committee in this m atter 
and make a chairman of its own choosing. A 
delegate from South Carolina, advocated the 
nomination of Lynch, but without meaning 
thereby any reflection upon Mr. Clayton. As 
a southern lElepublican he wished the election 
of Mr. Lynch. 
There was much discussion as to the mode 
of voting, but it was finally decided to call 
the roll of delegates and let each delegate 
answer as bis name was called. 
The dis­ 
cussion was frequently interrupted by ap­ 
plause, as some orator voiced the sentiments 
of a portion of the delegates, and the ‘‘hur­ 
rahs” were numerous and vociferous. 
The vote was concluded at 3:23, The chair­ 
man announced the whole number of votes 
csit to have been 818, out of which Lynch 
received 481 and C lav ton 887. 
Mr. Clayton 
moved to make Lynch’s election unanimous, 
which was carried by acclamation, and a 
committee was appointed to conduct him to 
the chair 
Mr. Lynch, with his escort, moved toward 
the chair amid tremendous applause, and was 
Introduced by Mr. Sabin as temporary chair­ 
man. 
He is a man of small stature, not very 
dark, and wears mustache and goatee. 
On 
mounting the stand he was greeted with 
tremendous applause. 
He spoke briefly with strong voice, and 
with the 6elf-possession of a man who knew 
w hat he wanted to say and knew’ how' to 
m y i t 
The convention then proceeded to call the 
states and territories for members of the com 
mittees on organization, etc., and that being 
completed a number of resolutions were 
offered and laid aside for the consideration of 
the proper committees. 
A memorial was presented by the temper­ 
ance women of the country asking a resolu­ 
tion in the platform calling for the submis­ 
sion of a constitutional amendment to the 
people prohibiting the manufacture of intoxi­ 
cating liquors in the country, 
ried. 
A t 4:45 the convention took a recess for the 
day. 
The Second Ray. 
Chicago, June 4.—The situation w’as red 
hot Wednesday morning. 
This doubtless was 
due to the generally admitted fact tbat a 
terrific struggle was inevitable. 
The masses 
caught the enthusiasm, and Michigan avenue 
for several blocks was almost impassable. 
A t 11 o’clock precisely Mr. Lynch stepped 
up to the stand, which was ornamented with 
a basket of beautiful flowers, and rapped the 
convention to order. 
The constant entrance 
of late arrivals, however, resulted in disor­ 
der for fully twenty minutes, and by the 
time Rev. Mr. Burroughs, of this city, had 
finished the opening prayer it was 11:25. 
The pray er laid especial stress on the de­ 
sirability of God’s blessing on Lynch and the 
race he represents, and implored that the 
nominee of the convention should be a 
Christian man. 
The prayer was short and t> 
the point. 
One ofrthe two events of the day then 
“came on.'1 Hawkins, of Tennessee, offered 
a resolution declaring that no man should 
hold a se«t In the convention who did not in 
tend to support the nominee. 
He said he of­ 
fered it because of certain whispers in the 
air ; he considered it a political axioum that 
no man who would not support the nominee 
should take part in the proceedings. 
Pierce, 
of Massachusetts, opposed the resolution and 
declared it an insult to the convention 
n i j 
implied a doubt of the good faith of the dele- j 
gates. 
He said the resolution had a bad 
paternity aud referred in hss remarks to the 
“late Mr. Coukling,” Winkler, of Wisconsin, j 
opposed the resolution and Knight, of Cali- I 
fornia, advocated it. He dared any “periodi­ 
cal publisher” to vote it down (referring to j 
George William Curtis). 
Mr. Curtis took' up the gauntlet thus 
throw'n down. 
Commencing his answer with 
the words, “A Republican and a free man I 
came into this convention, and by the grace 
of God a Republican and a free man I will 
go out of it,” he then referred to the attempt 
four years ago to do just this same thing, 
and its defeat, and also a similar attem pt in 
the convention which nominated Lincoln. 


Mr. Curtis’ speech closed the debate, and 
the action of Hawkins afterw ard saved the 
convention a great deal of time. 
It was a 
subject that the orator of the gathering could 
have ; Labu: ated upon for an unlimited time. 
The a ir was electrical as soon as the subject 
W'as broached and the prospect of a bitter 
fight only disappeared when Hawkins with­ 
drew the resolution. 
IV illiams, of Indiana, chairman of the 
committee on perm anent organization, re 
ported the permanent organization.

committee had selected John B. Henderson, 
of Missouri, for perm anent chairman, the 
usual list of vice presidents, and Charles W. 
Clisbee, of Michigan, for principal secretary. 
This report was agreed to w ithout dissent or 
discussion, and 
the 
chairm an appointed 
Grow, of Pennsylvania; Hoar, of Massa­ 
chusetts, and Williams, of Indiana, a com­ 
mittee to escort the pre3iden t to the chair, 
when the retiring chairm an ia troduced him 
to the audience and turned the gavel over to 
hin 
Ti.e chairman brought his remarks to a 
close as follows;

of delegates were in their seats at 9:40 a. m., 
the stage, galleries, and rear of the conven 
t ion w as packed to suffocation, while thou­ 
sands were on the outside clamoring vainiy 
for admission. 
At last, at 10:53 a. in., Henderson arose afid 
the gavel dropped. 
The buzz of conversa­ 
tion slowly died away, and the band ceased 
its rendition of “Down by the Swanee River” 
and “Dixie.” 
The Rev. Dr. Fallows, of Chicago, was 
asked to lead in prayer. The reverend gentle­ 
man asked that the party be prevented from 
falling into error, pride and ignorance. 
A t 
the conclusion of his petitions the gavel 
again fell, at 11:07, and the convention 
settled dowm to the business of the day. 
Mr. McKinley, of Ohio, from tne committee 
on resolutions, then presented the following 
report: 
THE PLATFORM. 
The Republicans of the United States, in 
national convention assembled, renew their 
allegiance to the principles upon which they 
have triumphed in six successive presidential 
elections, and congratulate the American 
people on the attainm ent of so many results 
in legislation aud administration by which 
the Republican party has, after saving the 
Union, done so much to render its institu­ 
tions just, equal and beneficent, the safeguard 
of liberty and the embodiment of the best 
thought" and the highest purposes of our 
citizens.

nues tor the government, such duties ghall be 
so levied as to afford security to otft* diversi­ 
fied industries, and protection to the rights 
and wages of the laborer, to the end that 
active and intelligent iabor. as well as cap­ 
ital, may have its just reward, and the labor­ 
ing man his full share in the national pros­ 
perity. 
Against tho so-called economic system of 
the Democratic party’, which would degrade 
our labor to the foreign standard, we enter 
our earnest protest. 
The Democratic party 
has failed completely to relievo tho people of 
tho burden of unnecessary taxation by’ a wise 
redaction of the surplus. 
The Republican party pledges itself to cor­ 
rect the inequalities of the tariff, and to re­ 
duce the surplus, not by the vicious and in­ 
discriminate process of horizontal reduction, 
but by such methods as will '-glieve the tax ­ 
payer without injuring the labor or the great 
productive interests of tho country. 
We recogmze the importance of sheep 
husltandiv' in the United States, the s erious 
depre-sion which it is now experiencing and 
the danger threatening its future prosperity, 
and we, therefore, respect the demands of tne 
represt ntatives ofj tbisjimportantlagricultural 
interest, fora readjustm ent of duty upon for­ 
eign wool, in order that such industry shall 
have full and adequate prolection. 
We have always recommended the best 
money known to the civilized world, and we 
urge that efforts should be made to unite all 
commercial nations in the establishment of 
an international standard which*shall fix 
for all the relative value of gold and silver 
coinage. 
The regulation of commerce with foreign 
nations, and between the states, is one of the 
most im portant prerogatives of the general 
government, and tho Republican party dis 
tinctly announces its purpose to support such 
legislation as will fully and efficiently’ carry 
out the constitutional power of congress over 
inter-state commerce. The principle of the 
public regulation of railway corporations is 
a wise and salutary one for the protection of 
all classes of the people, and we favor legis­ 
lation that shall prevent unjust discrimma 
tion and excessive charges for transportation 
and that shall secure to the people and the 
railways alike the fair and equal protection 
of the laws. 
We favor the establishment of a national 
bureau of labor, the enforcement of the 
eight-hour law’, a w'ise and judicious system 
of general education by adequate appropria 
tion from the national revenues wherever 
the same is needed. Wo believe that every 
where the protection to a citizen of Ameri 
can birth must be secured to citizens by 
American adoption, and we favor the set- 
t lemeut of national differences by interna 
tional arbitration. 
The Republican party, having its birth in 
a hatred of slave labor, and a desire that all 
men may be truly free and equal, is unal­ 
terably opposed to placing our working­ 
men in competition with any form of ser­ 
vile labor, whether at home or abroad. 
In 
this spirit we denounce the importation of 
contract labor, whether from Europe or 
Asia, as an offense against the spirit of 
American institutions, and we pledge oui> 
st ives to sustain the present law restricting 
Chinese immigration and to provide such 
further legislation as is necessary to carry 
out its purpose. 
Reform of tho civil service auspiciously 
begun under 
Republican administration, 
should ba completed by the further exten­

E. Sec lye, for the purpose of 
supplying the city with gas, and also 
electric lights. 
F. II. Elvidge informs 
us that the improvements will cost at 
least $50,000, and that the work will be 
pushed toward completion as far as 
practicable this season.

Hartley for electric illuminating pur. 
poses, but the Council took into consider­ 
ation the benefit and superior advanta­ 
ges that would arise from the putting in 
of gas over that of electric lights, and 
granted the privileges to the former 
Company, and of course one corporation 
of that character is all that could or 
would be supported in a city of our size. 
The new' Company lias the exclusive 
rights for twenty years, and are required 
to furnish gas at a price not to exceed 
$2.50 per 1,000 cubic feet of an average 
quality not less than the power of twen­ 
ty standard candles.
